It is hereby enacted, thatit shall be competent to 
the Local Goveruments of both Divisions of the Ben- 
gal Presideney to appoint in any Zillah or District 
ere or more Uncovenanted Deputy Magistrates with 
the powers hereinafter specified. 

I. And it is hereby enacted, that the Office of 
Dsputy Magistrate shall be open to Natives ut India 
oi any Class or rehgious persuasion. The persons 
srlveted shall reocive their Commissions from Govern- 
nwut in the usual mode, under the signature of the 
suentary in the Judicial Department. 


IL. And it is hereby enacted, that every person 
appointed to the Quice of Deputy Magistrate under 
tlis Act, shall, previously fo entering upon tho exe- 
cubon of the duties ofhia Office, make and subscribe 
fore the Magistrate of ihe District 10 which he 
nay be appointed, a declaration accordug to Act 
AML 1887. 

IV. And ‘itis hereby onneted, that the Deputy 
Magistrate appointed under this Act, ehall be capable 
of being employed as a Judicial Officer or ne an 
Officer of Police, or both at the diseretion of the Local 
Government, Asa Judicial Officer he shall exereixe 
the powers of a Covenanted Assistant under Reguln- 
tua XI, 1797, EX, 1807, or LIL, 1821, of the full 
powers of a Magistr ngto euch Orders as 
nay from time to time be issued in that respect by 
the Local Government, and in euch cases he shall Le 
tulject tosuch authority in regard to Appeals from 
lus decisions and Judicial Order as is provided for the 
decmons and Orders of a Covenanted Assistant under

As an Officer of Police he shall be in all reepects 





subordinate to the Magistrate under whom he may be 
placed; he shall exercise such powers ay the Gove! 
ment, or the Magistrate with the sanction of Govern- 
ment, may comuit to him, and shall obey all Orders 
that may be issued, and perform all duties that may be 
assigned to him by that functionary, who shall be at 
all umes competent, subj ‘et to auch Orders ua he may 
receive from the Local Government, to extend, hmit 
or resume the powers committed to euch Deputy. 

V. And it is hereby cted, that 
pointed under this Act, not be 
Office fo misconduct, without the sanction of the 
Local Government. Whenever there may be reason 
to believe thata Deputy ie disqualified by neglect, 
ineepacity or corruption for continuance in Office, 
a report shall be submitted by the Local Magistrate 
for the consideration and Orders of the Local Govern- 
ment whioh shall be competent to suspend bim, and 
order a further enquiry into hie conduct, or to direct 

iis immediate dismissal as may appear just and proper.

Act No. VI. on 1848, 


An Aet for amending the Law concerning the jurise 
diction and procedure of the Courts of Ameens 
and Moorsiffn 


I.—In modification of Clause 4, Section 18, 
Regulation V, of 1831, Bengal Code, it is hereby 
enacted, that in the trial and decision of all origi- 
nal Suits referred to them by the Judge, the 
Principal Sudder Ameens shall be guided by the 
rules established for the conduct of business in the 
Courts of the Zillah and City Judges. 


IL—And itis hereby enacter, that the provi- 
sions of Section 4, Act No. XXV. of Iedz, in 
respect to appeals from decisions passed by Prine 
cipal Sudder Ameers, in Suits of the nature speci- 
fied therein, be extended to all interlocutory orders 
passed by those Officers in such Suits. 


I1L.—And it is hereby enacted, that such parts 
of Regulation XXL 1814, as prohibit the Sudder 
Ameena and Moonsiffs from requiring security 
from defendants; or from attaching their property 
in cases pending before them; or from realizing 
fives imposed by them without fitst obtainug the 
sanction of the Zitlah Judge, be repeated. 


1V.—And 11 is hereby enacted, that it shall be 
competent to the Sudder Ameens and Moousiffa 
to demand security from the defendatt, under tho 
provisions of Sections 4 and 5, Regulution [1 1806, 
In eases pending before them: and also to pro- 
ceed, without referevce tothe Zillal Judge, to 
the reabzntion of flues noposed by thew, provided 
that all cers passed by the Sudder Aneens and 
Moonstts ander tivy Section, be subject to an 
appeal to the Zillah Judge. 

V.— And it is hereby enacted, in rendiiew'icn of 
Section 22, Regulation V. of 1831, that deciecs 
passed in the Courts of the Judges or Piaucipal 
Sudder Ameeus, in eases of appeal from the deci- 
sionsof the Sudder Ameens or Moonsiffs, shall 
bo executed by the Courts in which the original 
decisions were passed, under the general rules 
prescribed for the execution of decrees passed by 
those Courts—applications for the execution of 
such decrees aliall be presented, together with a 
certified copy of the deciee of the Judge or Prine 
cipal Sudder Ameen to the Court of original juris- 
diction. In appeals from the orders of the Moon- 
siff or Sudder Ameen in such cases, the decision 
of the Zillah or City Judge shall be fina). 

VI,—And it is hereby enacted, that Clause 2, 
Section 13, Regulation XXIEH. 1314, and Clause 
4, Section 5, Regulation V. 1831, be repeuled. 

VII.—And it is hereby enacted, that no person 
whatever shail, by reason of place of birth, or by 
reason of deseent, be in-auy Civil ing what 
ever, exempted from the jurisdiction of the Courts 
of the Moonsiffs, in the ‘Territories subject to the 
Presidency of ort William in Bengal. 

VIII.—And it is hereby enacted, that pene 
invested with the powers of Moonsiff shall be com- 
erent to receive, try, and determine suits of every 

lescription under the restrictions as to local juris 
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diction aud value of property mentioned in Clauses 
1, 2and 3, Section 5, Ilegulation V. 1831, Pro- 
vidod, however, that no Moonsif shall try any suit, 
ia which he himself, or any of his relatives, or 
dependants, or any of the Vakeels or Officers of his 
Court shall be a party. 

"1X,—And it is hereby enacted, that in caser, 
where by reason of the above Section, a Moonsiff 
cannot try a suit because he himself, or any of his 
relatives, or dependants, Or auy of the Vakeels or 
Officers of his Court is a party to the suit. 1t shall 
nevertheless be competent to the Moouviff to ree 
ceive the suit, and forward it to the Judge of the 
‘Zillah to which he is subordinate, who may there- 
upon refer the same for trial and decision to auy 
other Moousiff of the {Jistrict.

I,—In modification of Clause 4, Section 14 
Regulation V. of 1831, Bengal Code, it is t 
enacted, that iv the trial and decision of all origi- 
nal Suis referred to them by the Judge, the 
Principal Sudder Ameens shall be guided by the 
rules established for the conduct of business im the 
Courts of the Zillah and City Judges. 


J1.—And itis hereby enacted, that the provi- 
sions of Section 4, Act No. XXV, of 1837, 
respect to appeals from decisions passed by Prine 
cipal Sudder Ameens, in Suits of the nature speci« 
tied therein, he extended to all interlocutory orders 
passed by those Ollicers in such Suits. 


111.—And it is hereby enacted, that such parte 
of Regulation X XH. 1814, as prohibit the Sudder 
‘Ameens and Moonsiffs from requiring security 
from defendants; or from attaching their property 
in cases pending before them; or from realizing 
fines imposed by them without first obtaming the 
sanction of the Zillah Judge, be repealed. 


IV.—And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be 
competent to the Sudder Ameens and Moonsiffs 
to demand security from the defendant, under the 
provis ns of Sections 4 and 5, Regulation II. 1806, 
in cases pending before them; and also to pro- 
ceed, without reference to the Zillah Judge, to 
the realization of fines imposed by them, provided 
that all orders passed by the Sudder Ameens and 
Moonsiffs under this Section, be subject to an 
appeal to the Zillah Judge. 

‘V.—And it is hereby enacted, in modification of 
Section 22, Regulation V, of 1831, that decrees 
passed in the Courts of the Judges or Principal 
Sudder Ameens, in cases of appesl from the deci- 
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sions of the Sudder Ameens or Moonsiffe, shall 
be executed by the Courts in which the origtrial 
decisions were passed, under the general rules 
preserihed for the execution of decrees passed by 
those Courts—applications for the execution of 
such decrees shall be presented, together with a 
certified copy of the decree of the Judge or Prin- 
cipal Sudder Ameen to the Court of original juris- 
diction.

upon Summary Appeals, and upon applications for 
Special Appeals, and for Reviews of Judgment, 
which shall be passed by Judges of the Sudder

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different quarters, I was inclined to suppose it was not held hy one of any strength. We marched 
from Syud-ke-Thukur shortly after midnight, on the morning of tho 4th, and found the road an 
excellent one throughout to this place, and the distance 2! miles: there was jungle the whale way, 
occasionally in thick patches, but generally composed of scattered bushes. As Oomercote was 
approached, the jungle became thicker and higher, so that (the country being 4 level plain) we did 
not faitly get in sight of the fort until within about 800 yards of the N. W. bastion. At first no one 
was sven on the walls, but on nearing it, which I did with a party of horsemen to recounoitre, some 
armed mea shewed themselves on the bastions. On observing this I dirceted Captain Jacob to go 
round to the eastern faco,of the fort with hie regiment of Scinde horse, for the purpose of preventin 
the escape of the garrison, if they wished to do ao to induce them to shew their strength if 
they were inchned to defend themselves. In the mean time the heads of the Liudoo population 
of the town of Ovmercote came out and expressed their pleasure at the wrival of British 
troops and made their submission, By them I was informed that, the greatest part of the 
gairison having fled some days before, there were few men now m the fort, and they did not 
mean to resist, but would evacuate it on a guarantee being given that their lives would be 
spared. I desired Lieutenant FitzGerald, of the Scinde horse, to go and inform them their lives 
should be spared, on condition that they came out and laid down thew arins. ~Winle he was doing 
so, 1 directed Captain Whitlie to bring up his guns and place them in po-ation, as 1 concluded the 
sight of them would hasten the determmations of the garriaon. ‘The infantry was also brought 
forward and halted under cover of some trees. By the time these arrangements were made the 
arrison opened the gates, and, coming out, laid down their arms and gave up the keys, giving thus 
into our possession a most important and strong fortress, having eleven guus mounted, and its de- 
fences iu excellent order, without the effusion of a single drop of blood. Lieutenant Noyle imme- 
diately took possession with his company of the 2lst regiment. 

Thave ordered Captain Jacob to leave behind a squadron of the Seinde horse under a European 
officer, who, with the above company, are to garrison the place, Iu leaving a company of infantry, 
in addition’ to the squadron, I have made the garrison stronger than | find was intended by the 
‘Major General in his instructions to my predecessor in command. 

Captain Whitlie assured me a squadron alone was directed tobe left. I beg however to submit 
for the Major General's consideration, that foraging purties will, from all I can hear, be obliged to 
go often to the distance of many miles and will require to be in strength, as there are now many 
parties of the followers of the Ameer Shere Mahomed, scattered about the country, as well as others 
of different tribes hostile to us, who are always to be met with where forage is most pleutiful. ‘To 
make these foraging parties sufficiently strong, might, were a squadron left alone, often leave too 
stall a garrison in the fort; and on this account I have been induced to add the infantry, so as to 
admit of all the cavalry being absent at ono time when such is required. 

The town under the walls, and on the east side of the fort, contains about 1,000 houses with 
a well supplied bazar. ‘I'he inhabitants are Rajpoots, banians and other Hindoos, all calling 
themselves Marwarrees, and they profess to be friendly to us, and to detest their former rulers the 
Ameers of Scinde. These protessions appear to me to be sincere. At all events they placed great 
confidence in us, as on tho approach of our troops, they did not remove either their families or 
property out of the town, and the meu and children mixed themselves up among our people, before 
Wwe got possession of the furt in a most friendly and confident way. I mention this not only to shew 
their present feeling towards us, but also, if | may be allowed to make the suggestion, how beneficial 
it wil be to any garrison placed at Oomercote, if means are adopted to encourage its continuance, 
as much not ouly of the comfort, but alo the very safety of the garrison may dopend on their 
remaining bound to us by such a strong tie. There is every appearance of the garrison getting 
provisions. I left all I had to spare, after setting aside a sufficiency for the use of the detachment 
on its march to Hyderabad. ‘The supply so left, will afford rations to 300 native soldiers for 
sixty days. 

Ihave ordered a Hospital Assistant provided with a supply of medicine to be left with the 
garrison. ° 

Enclosed J beg to forward a return made by Captain Whitlio, of the guns and ammunition 
found in the fortress; and in a day or two 1 expect to send a survey and report of the for, now 
being prepared by Captain Henderson, of the Madras Engineers.

If the Superinten- 
dent shall see cause to differ from the Collector in 
opinion in regard to the amount of the Stamp to 
be charged or the penalty to be awarded, he shall 
without delay refer the proceeding of the Collector, 
and the reasons for his difference of opinion with 
that Officer, to the Board of Customs, Salt and 
Opium, whose decision shall be final. In cases 
which come by this Rule under the ance of 
the Board of Customs, Salt and Opium, where the 
decision ‘of the Cellector shall modified* or 
reversed by that authority, the Collector will refund 
any surcharge or levy any additional penalty, 
according to the award recorded by the Board.

Whereas it is necessary that provision should be 
made for the disposal of Original Suits and Appeals 
depending before the Provincial Courts of Appeal 
in the Presidency of Fort St. George, the abolition 
of which is authorized by Act No. VIL of 1843. 

L It is hereby enacted, that the Governor in 
Council of Fort St George be empowered to 
appoint a Single Judge to hold a Court in place of 
each of the exid Provincial Courta at the Station 
of such Provincial Court, with a Special Com- 
mission to dispose of all Original Suits and 
Appeals which may be depending before such 
Court, on the date on which she suid Governor in 
Council shell order the functions of the Provincial 
1 Courts to cease, 
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IL And it is her 
who shall be appointed 
styled respectively, viz. 

Special Commissioner for disposing of the causes 

depending before the late Provincial Court’ for 
the (Northern, Southern, Centre or Western)
